The tremendous rays produce 
mutations, that is, new types of 
plants. This kind of radiation— 
usually given by X-rays—produces 
only one good plant to thousands 
which are useless. | 

The atomic pile is expected to 
increase the number of mutations. | 
The percentage of good ones is ex- 
pected to remain constant. In 
this way it is hoped that a far 
greater number of useful changes 
will be obtained. 


Exactly what they are looking

The Teacher 
Who Dared Death 


Last week I was on a forum program spon- 

sored annitally by the Philadelphia Bulletin. At 

a small luncheon which preceded the afternoon 

program I met a very pleasant and quiet woman, Mrs. Oksana 
Kasenkina. 


Yes, she is the school teacher who jumped from the window 
of the Soviet Consulate last Summer in New York to escape being 
~~ — to Russia. Well poised and serene, she talked through an 

erpreter. 


She was not bitter. It did not seem to me she had any feeling 
‘of being called upon to. lash out at the Soviets. I could imagine, 
of course, that it is not easy for her to stand before foreign audi- 
ences and speak. After all, she is a stranger in a strange land. But 
she feels there is something she must say, and so she does it, 
calmly and with the sincerity one might expect from a person will- 
ing to die rather than go back to something she had come to despise. 
Talk Therefore, she was not exciting in what she had to say. 

Nor was she trying to be sensational. She stood there, in 
a brown suit, with a hat and veil, the latter pulled back from her 
face and falling from her hat about her neck as a sort of scarf. 
oe had to say was something plain and simple and unthe- 
atrical. 

She hoped, she said, that the ideas of freedom, fairness and of 
God will spread throughout the world and one day reach the un- 
happy beings living like animals in the countries behind the Soviet 
frontiers. The real picture of that life, she said, is a far cry from 
the ecstatic descriptions of Soviet propaganda. 


“The woman in the Soviet Union has been ‘equalized’ in her 
rights with men,” she said. “This means she is required to fulfill 
all those tasks which normally and naturally are performed by 
men. In all corners of the vast slave empire you ‘see women at 


heavy labor.” 
Will She tried to explain something which has disturbed 
l many Communists. “The average Russian must subordi- 
nate himself completely to the will of the Communist Party.” That 
is something difficult, even, for many Russians. It is a harsh 
fact which has caused many of our native Communists to quit the 
party. Some of the American Communists got out when the party 
cynically made the deal with the Nazis. Still others got out when 
the party made them disown Browder, whom they had been ex- 
tolling’but a few weeks before. They finally could not take the 
exacting subordination of the will, the surrender of all individual 
thought, the complete acceptance of a policy created in Moscow 
and handed down with unquestioning obedience demanded. Many 
have died opposing this. The woman speaking had leaped from a 
window, hoping for life, but not fearing death. 


A Thus, she talked of how the slightest infraction of the 
rrest law brings years of slave labor in a construction camp. 
The American apologist for Communism, Anna Louise Strong, re- 
porting on her arrest, tells the story in more dramatic form. One 
night as she lay dreaming of how well the Soviets spoke of her, 
there was a knock at the door. Three policemen stood there. 
“You are arrested,” they said. Later another officer told her she 
was guilty. Still others took her to the border and deported her. 
The Soviets are not exported. They die in work camps and there 
are more there now than the Tzars ever had.

The ‘Official’ End, at Last? 


We don’t profess to be able, after tak- 
ing a look into our crystal ball, to say 
with certainty whether the present busi- 


ness dip is going to continue downward, 
level off or turn sharply up. 


There are, however, signs that cannot 
be disregarded. Among the most impor- 
tant are metals prices and supplies. Last 
Thursday scrap iron prices at Pittsburgh 
had dropped to $36 a ton. Two months 
ago scrap was selling for $43—and mostly 
was available only at the grey-market 
price of around $50. 


Moreover, seven steel furnaces and 
hearths have been closed and there is talk 
that ‘steel demand and supply will be in 
balance by the end of the Summer or 
early Fall. 


Some steel prices already have fallen, 
but they were cuts by mills which had 
been asking more than the average. 

Lead and zinc, too, are more plentiful, 
though copper may be relatively scarce 
for some time yet. ; 

Economists who have seen continued 
danger of inflation have, for the most 
part, based their fears on the metals sit- 
uation. The scarcity and high price of 
steel led President Truman to propose 
that the Government build steel plants 
to augment the supply. 

Consumer goods have been plentiful 
for many months now. | ; 

If, as indicated, steel and other critical 
metals are coming into ample supply, it 
well may mean the official end of the 
boom, at least.

a very impressive showing, to be sure, but at least it was something. 


The disconcerting thing of it all is that the 
result, turning on such a small margin, might 
easily have been just the opposite. It is alarming 
to think that so many of our nationa legislators 
take their responsibilities so lightly that they 
would be willing to saddle on the American peo- 
ple — burden involved in the pen- 
sion bill. 


Here was one of the worst pension grabs 
in all history. Officials of the Budget Bureau 
estimated that it would cost the country up- 
wards of $125,000,000,000 in the next two 
and a half score of years—an amount equal 
to half the size of the present stupendous 
national debt. After reaching that peak it 
would continue at a velocity of about $4,000,- 
000,000 annually. 


All of this would have been superimposed on 
the general veterans’ program now in effect, 
which next year will cost around $3,000,000,000, 
and the present social security program, including 
veterans and non-veterans alike. Director of the 
Budget Frank Pace estimated that the total vet- 
erans’ bill would run between $8,000,000,000 and 
$10,000,000,000 a year by 1990, if the House meas- 
ure had been adopted. 

As reported out by the House Veterans’ Com- 
mittee, of which Representative John Rankin, of 
Mississippi, is Chairman, the original bill called 
for pensions of $90 a month for all World War I 
veterans, upon reaching the age of 65, who had 
served no more than three months in the service.

Some citizens slapped a buzzer on the Mayor’s 
indoor business.

There naturally is an investigation going on. 
The tapper will be quizzed by the District At- 
torney, who may be able to use the information 
when he runs for Mayor next time. 


The Mayor was much astonished when his 
coppers told him he was wired for whispers. 


It was so vaguely written that it was held to 
apply to those with dishonorable as well as honor- 
able discharges. 

That a responsible committee of Congress 
should be willing to bring out such a bill is dis- 
couraging enough. But for the House to come 
within one vote of passing any such legislation 
is all but increditable. It is on a par with the 
action of the House in coming within one vote of 
repealing the draft act six months before Pearl 
Harbor in 1941. 


But what is more reprehensible about the pro- 
ceedings is the way certain House members 
switched their votes on the pension grab during 
consideration of the bill. At one stage when an 
unrecorded vote was taken the measure was 
killed to all intents and purposes by an amend- 
ment striking out the enacting clause. Later 
when members were put on record with a formal 
roll-cal] vote there were enough changes to put 
life back into the bill. 


The answer to this was that\certain members 
were willing to kill the bill so long as their votes 
were not on record, but hastenéd to get on the 
other side when forced to take part in a roll-call 
count. The pressure of veterans’ organizations 
supporting the bill may be seen in this. 


Undoubtedly many members of the House 
were persuaded to vote for the veterans’ 
grab by the knowledge that, even though it 
passed the lower body, the Senate was sure 
to defeat it. Or that failing in that Presi- 
dent Truman could be relied upon to veto 
the legislation. Most likely they were merely 
getting under an umbrella, hoping to ward 
off any opposition on this score from vet- 
erans’ groups in the next election. : 


But it speaks none too well for a large element 
of our congressional representation that so many 
members were willing to deal with a situation of 
the kind as they did. A bill of that kind could 
easily wreck the financial stability of the Govern- 
ment, if passed at some future date. The pity 
of it is that more of the veterans themselves Have 
been unable to see it for what it is worth arid 
realize that, even though they may temporarily 
profit by the plan, they and their families would 
be hurt along with the rest of the people.

Then a little more delay until J. P. McDermott, himself, got on 
the telephone, but by this time the Captain was so mad he hung 
up, killed the Sunday feature, and fired its author. Mr. Carnegie 
might take up this matter in his essays on how to make friends 
and influence people—unfavorably. 


Ab This is one of the great abuses of the telephone—the 
use practice of calling someone and letting him hang on 
until you get ready to talk. Alexander Graham Bell never in- 
tended it to be used as a vehicle for such bad manners. It is the 
worst kind of salesmanship,“kills many a deal, because it puts 
the customer in a resentful frame of mind, and is against the 
rules of our office. 

Most women have telephone needles which means they cannot 
see one without wanting to call up and talk interminably. Many 
wives have a habit of fixing it so you get a busy signal on your 
home number for two hours every morning—from 9:30 to 11:30— 
while they catch up with their friends on what has been going on. 

A husband is now working on an invention to cure this. The 
idea roughly is to put a trap door under the instrument which 
opens into the cellar automatically after a caller has gotten a busy 
signal three times. A pneumatic mattress breaks the fall, and the 
receiver hangs itself back on the hook. It looks as if this genius 
stands to’ make a fortune.

Herter contended that his proposed investi- 
gation is urgently neetied to eliminate numerous 
inconsistencies, contradictions and blunders in 
occupation policies. He emphasized that his 
plan was aimed at no particular individual. 
Herter stressed that he was not “out to get 
anyone.” 


“The time has come for a thorough and 
deliberate study of our occupation policies 
and management,” Herter said. “These 
tremendous responsibilities should be in 
civilian hands. This is not a problem of in- 
dividuals or personalities. It is a problem of 
basic objectives and leng-range plans. We 
should have a clear understanding of where 
we are going, what we are doing, and how 
we are doing it.” 


As a kraphic illustration of this need, Herter 
cited a Japanese situation that has been brought 
to his attention. 

“IT have a file of complaints from textile- 
machinery manufacturers in Massachusetts,” 
Herter declared. “These manufacturers have 
done considerable business in South America. 
They are now encountering serious competition 
from Japs making the same type of machinery. 
This machinery is identical with that made by 
the Massachusetts manufacturers because the 
Japs have stolen the patents and are imitating 
the American machines down to the last detail. 

“With the approval of U. S. Military authori- 
ties in Tokyo, the Japs have gone into South 
America and are offering their ‘stolen’ imita- 
tion machines at from 30 to 50 percent less than 


the American machines. The American people 
are being taxed to feed and administer Japan. 
Yet our own occupation officials are encourag- 
ing Jap competition in our own markets. That 
doesn’t make sense. Something is awry some- 
where, and it should be cleared up.” 

Herter did not place the full blame for these 
conditions on Gen. Douglas MacArthur, U. S. 
Commander in the Far East. They are due, Her- 
ter held, to a number of factors. 


“Gen. MacArthur has done much to re- 
vive Japan’s economy,” Herter said. “But he 
is in an anomalous position. He is a bril- 
liant man, but he has not been able to as- 
sert leadership in the Far East, particularly 
in China, because he has not been con- 
sulted. Also, while he himself is very able, 
he does not have a first-rate staff, particu- 
larly on economic affairs. I have good rea- 
son to believe that some of the things that 
_ ene do are unknown to Gen. Mac- 

rthur. 


“Further, I feel very strongly that the time 
has come to place the occupation of Japan 
under civilian control. Gen. MacArthur says he 
wants to remain in Tokyo until a peace treaty 
is signed. Yet he knows perfectly well that it 
will be a long time before there is such a treaty. 
We can’t afford to wait that long to make a 
change in occupation management.” 

The German Ruhr problem, Herter declared, 
also is in need of a thorough scrutiny. He held 
that its handling so far leaves much to be de 
sired.

Labor Leaders and the Law | 


Editor Constitution: Rumor has it that the 
labor bosses are as busy as bees, lobbying with 
the Truman cohorts to change the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Law so that the closed shop may be re- 
stored to union labor. The closed shop makes it 
compulsory to join the union before a laborer 
may obtain a job from which to make his living. 
The closed shop was outlawed by the Taft-Hart- 
ley Law. But to accomplish the change, the labor 
bosses must circumvent a recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, written by the 
liberal] member, Justice Felix Frankfurter. This 
decision upheld the constitutionality of the laws 
of Arizona, Nebraska and North Carolina, which 
prohibited the closed shop. Thus, a similar law 
of Georgia was upheld by the Supreme Court. 

In his decision, Justice Frankfurter quoted 
that staunch friend of labor, Justice Brandeis, as 
follows: “The objections, legal, economic and 
social, against the closed shop are so strong, and 
the ideas of the closed shop so antagonistic to 
the American spirit, that the insistence upon it 
has been a serious obstacle to union progress.” 
Also, at another time, he said, “But the Ameri- 
can people should not, and will not accept union- 
ism if it involves the closed shop. They will not 
consent to the exchange of the tyranny of the 
employer for the tyranny of the employees.” 

These words were written by a wise man and 
The present 
attitude of labor leaders poses the question: Do 
the American labor leaders care for the Ameri- 
can tradition? Now, it remains to be seen whether 
they can circumvent the Comme of the Supreme 
Court, and force a closed shop upon the citizens 
of Georgia. ‘ J. Q. WEST.

Street Car Plan 


Editor Constitution: Why does the public con- 
tinue to be discommoded by the present method 
of loading streetcars and busses when it could be 
vastly improved as it has been done in Birming- 
ham and other Southern cities and has worked 
successfully for 50 years. _ 

I refer to the separation of whites and colored 
people on boarding such cars. 

White people insist upon boarding the cars 
first—this cannot be remedied but the situation 
could be greatly improved if whites occupied the 
the rear of the car toward the front and the col- 
ored the front of the car toward the rear. - This 
plan has worked successfully in Birmingham for 
more than 50 years to the writer’s knowledge. 

The present method works a hardship on the 


f 


whites and colored alike: The whites board the 
cars first and fill up the aisles, then the colored 
board the cars and have to squeeze their way 
through the crowded aisles to the back.

But the problem now is when are the blos- 
soms going to turn the park into, and I quote, 
a fairyland of gossamer in pink and white? And 
thereby lure the free-spending tourists into 
town? 


Special watchers at the moment are clamber- 
ing among the branches, measuring the size of 


the buds, watching the thermometers and the . 


weather reports, and trying to let the nation 


pink double blooms of the Kwazan trees should 
get going about three weeks later. And I must 
report that they are a sight to see, even though 
they never have given a cherry. 

Mrs. Taft. at any event, was so excited over 
the blossoms she saw in Japan that she brought 
back 80 trees which she planted along the Po- 
tomac. This gave an idea to a Jap patriot, one 
Dr. Jokichi Takamino. He talked the city of 


Tokyo into making fhe city of Washington a gift | 


of 2,000 trees. There was to be a ceremony 
when they arrived, with whoopla, a brass band, 
gold braid and a speech by the Ambassador.

An Upset for Beck's Political Aims 


Mon C. Walligren, whose nomination for the post of Chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board was turned down by the Senate, is a protege and political creature of Dave Beck, the un- 
crowned king of the Teamsters’ Union. Beck is one of the most powerful and unscrupulous politi- 
tal unioneers in the country and is promoting, tiarough the union, his own candidacy for President 


of the United States in 1952. 


He is “a rude, uncouth, ignorant man” to the same extent and in 


the same ways that Harry S. Truman is rude, uncouth and ignorant in the measured and deliberate 


findings of Bernard M. Baruch. 


Beck is younger than Truman, however, about 
55 at this writing, and full of audacity and ambi- 
tion whereas Truman will be almost 69 and one 
of our oldest Presidents when his present term 
expires. With the savings that he will amass out 
of his tax-exempt gift of money from the Treas- 
ury, Truman may be willing to get out of the 
way and end his days hanging around the pool- 
hall in Independence or Kansas City. However, 
that is speculation and beside the line of this 
essay. 

By strange processes, Waligren, a busted 
petty retailer in Everett, Wash., in the panic 
of 1932, became a Congressman in the fateful 
popular lunacy of that year which swept into 
‘office a President who had campaigned on a 
platform of economy and the ruthless reduc- 
tion of the Hoover Bureaucracy. Waligren’s 
tribulations as a little storekeeper gave him 
a common bond with Truman, who had ac- 
tually gone to the wall with his haberdashery 

- store. They also had in common the tastes 

. ahd intellectual and ethical limitations of the 
small-town sport. In fact, Beck has these 
qualities i: common with Truman and Wall- 
gren but he is too diligent and ambitious to 
be a sr--t. 


Beck became the dictator of labor and com- 
merce in the Northwest and Wallgren gradually 
became his man. He sent Wallgren to the Senate 
and to the governor’s office and backed him for 
another term as governor last «all when every- 
thing went haywire. 

Beck opposed Truman for President and sup- 
ported Dewey and Warren in the national election 
and Walligren in the State. He lost all the way 
around. Yet, at Philadelphia, Beck’s man, Wall- 
gren, was one of those whom Harry Truman 
wanted for his running-mate in a race to defeat. 
He also wanted Justice William O. Douglas, of 
the Supreme Court, and several others, all of 
whom turned him down on various pretexts. The 
basic reason was that these individuals saw no 
reason to exert themselves and impair their 
careers as a favor to a man whose own party 
had practically disowned him. 

’. The Teainsters’ Union is one of the great au- 
tocracies of the American union racket. True, 
Betk has less power than John L, Lewis as Presi- 
dent of the Coal Miners but he is developing a 
CIO of his own in the Teamsters’ Union and 
aspires to be a much more commanding boss in 
a couple of years. His plan, which is now de- 
veloping, is to make nationwide deals with about 
15 big industries which basically or eventually 
rely on motor transport. Meanwhile, he has, in 


| 


practical effect, disposed of old Dan Tobin, the | 


pompous, luxurious and posturing old labor- 
faker who stil] holds the technical title of Presi- 
dent. Tobin has been a gambler on horses and 
table games for many years and 3eck has this 
on him as well as other advantages which make 
it wise for the old bumbler to acknowledge Beck 
as his protege and successor. To get Tobin into 
this position and mood and to dispose of them 
under a seeming of mutual admiratior and trust 
was a feat of political plotting that required great 
patience, cunning and ability. If Beck had the 
education for the job this talent might work well 
for the United States in dealings with Russia. 

Tobin wanted to be promised the job of Secre- 
tary of Labor in the Truman Cabinet, on the off- 
chance that Truman should be elected. Truman 
had to turn him down, because the CIO never 
would stand for an AFL mah. He might also 
have told Dan that his reputation and his union’s 
reputation would be just murder if he ever came 
up for confirmation. But there was no need to 
rub it in and they both knew. the facts. 

However, Tobin is so vain and pompous" 
that he got sore at Truman and tried to get 
the Executive Board of the Teamsters to in- 
dorse Dewey, apparently just for spite, be- 
cause it does not appear that Dewey was 
silly enough to promise him the Labor De- 
partment job. The result was that the Exec- 
utive Board didn’t indorse either candidate. 
The vice presidents and such nobility pre- 
ferred Truman even as a long-shot and would 
have indorsed him if they could, but were 
not allowed to. 

. During the fight in the Senate over the con- 
firmation of Wallgren, Beck stated his prestige 
again to lambaste Senator Harry P. Cain, the Re- 
publican, who blocked Wallgren’s confirmation 
on the valid ground that he lacked the education 
and stature for the job. For weeks, in his per- 
sonal political organ, the Washington Teamster, 
supported by compulsory payments fromp the 
rank and file, Beck praised Truman’s friend, and 
his own friend, Wallgren, and smeared Cain. 

_Thus Beck has been beaten again and this 
might seem to call the turn on him as a major 
politician. It may. Nevertheless, he is a strong, 
regardless, relentless fellow, unhampered by the 
inhibitions of delicacy, and by 1952 he will have 
full command of the treasury of more than a 
million members of an autocratic union with the 
power to spend it all on his candidacy. He will 
be the first serious union candidate for a presi-

‘Yardville Idea. 
In Atlanta, Ga.

What is “Yardville?” 


What does it 


mean to us? How do we go about making 
, it mean something? 

The announcement last week that McCall’s Magazine has 
asked the Women’s Chamber of Commerce to spearhead a move 
ment toward small community planning ventures under the title, 
“Yardville,” has brought a dozen or so questions from people who 
are so bemused with the golden glow of jonqtils, forsythia and 
other evidences of Spring that everything looks possible. 

They ask for details, outlines, plans, graphs, planting ideas, 
playground layouts, and then inquire, breathlessly, how much 


it will cost. 


I don’t know how to answer the latter, because no one 
puts a price mark on elbow grease and backbone and dream- 
ing, but I can tell, briefly, about the tangibles, because the 
magazine itself has worked out the method of procedure 
through Mary Davis Gillies, its Interiors and Architecture Edi- 
tor and originator of the whole idea of Yardville, Pa. 


Mrs. Gillies says Yardville is an idea. 


Basically it involves 


redesigning yards, big or little, in old properties and new, for more 


active living. 


It means injecting into yards of America’s use 


aspects to attract families to more outdoor living. 

The theory is that it will add value to property for less expendi- 
tures than any other improvement investment, and that if house 
and grounds are clean, cheerful and properly equipped and used, 
family life will be better and the whole neighborhood will take 


on tone. 


The program may be simple or elaborate. It may concern one 
yard or involve community action. It may apply to old properties, 


new properties or projects not yet built. 


It may be applied to 


clean-up and beautification programs, playground programs, or 
outdoor renovation and landscaping plans. 
The Yardville experiment is ideal for rundown marginal neigh- 


* borhoods. 


To be really successful, it should involve both tenants 


. and landlords. Tenants should be inspired into clean-up action, 
rules of cleanliness publicized; children, teen-agers and adults 
should be shown how they can make a place where they live a 
home to be proud of through the simple means of-cleaning up and 


. beautifying. 


To quote Mrs. Gillies: “Trees, grass and plants are among the 
’ last expensive things available today. A 25-cent package of zinnias 
can cheer up any yard. A dollar bag of Kentucky bluegrass will 


seed 150 square feet.” 


There are so many ways to interpret it. ih 
Garden clubs could make special projects of beautifying un- 
sightly city properties or ugly intersections, and no city has gar- 
deners better qualified for such work. 
Congested neighborhoods might join club groups to locate an 
empty lot near by to be cleaned up and converted into a play- 


- ground for children. 


The first “Yardville” experiment, the Women’s Chamber of 
» Commerce hopes, will spring from a block of homeowners or ten- 
ants who want to improve their back yards ... and their lives. 
. They say neighborhoods where they need protected places for 
children to play, suitable play equipment, a sheltered place to sit 
and entertain, a drying yard, a camouflage for garbage cans, can 
- follow so much of the trail-blazing done in Pennsylvania. 
Already firms have donated services, especially landscaping and 
planning, and several have offered paint and lumber and roofing 
and playground equipment at wholesale prices, to help the plan 


along. 


The Women’s Chamber already has step-by-step procedures for 
» Atlanta Yardvilles and any number of proven ideas on saving 


" money and effort. 


It will be interesting to see which garden club is the first to 
respond and which community in Atlanta finds a dramatic way to 


better living.

Well, I have a 
brown one. 

Plants can be made frostproof, 


alas, can make them Edson-proof. 

In a futile effort to save my self. 
respect, I will here dredge up a 
small alibi, We live in a mortgage- 
covered cottage in Virginia — in 
one of those developments where 
every house looks like every other 
house. 

These developments (the word 
I presume, is 
used ironically) follow the same 
pattern. The first move is to hire 
a man with a bulldozer. His job 
is to peel off the topsoil and 
hide it. 

The resulting clay, I submit, is 
about as suitable for gardening as 
is the middle of Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 

Oh, sure, some of my neighbors 
do fairly well. Or at least they 
pretend they do. 
real success I can report is with 
radishes. We really rolled in rad- 
ishes one year, and it’s too oad 
that none of the three kids or my 
wife really likes them. 

But I happened to look over a 
vegetable counter one day. By a 
generous count, my wonderful 
crop was worth 25 cents. 

Still, we gardeners hate to give 
up our illusions and our hoes. It 
was not until today that I reached 
my great gardening decision. 

I was looking through Adam 
Smith, the author of “Wealth of 
Nations,” a classic of the mid- 
1700s. Smith said a man was a 
fool, economically speaking, to 
build a fence around his garden. 
Futhermore— 

“Democritus, who wrote upon 
husbandry about 2,000 years ago, 
and who was regarded by the an- 
cients as one of the fathers of the 
art, thought they did not act wise- 
ly who inclosed a kitchen garden. 
The profit, he said, would not com- 
pensate the expense of a stone 
wall.” 

I agree with that.

He spreads worms over his 
land much as fertilizer. They bore 
in, loosening the soil, this giving 
plant life breathing space.
